Questions You’ve Asked About 


FLORIDA GARDENING! 


Q. Ihave some Agapanthus which are in large clumps. I'd 
like to transplant them and divide them. When is the proper 
time? 

A. As soon as possible after your blooms are gone, unless 
you have seed pods that are developing. If you want to save 
your seed and plant them to increase your stock, then im- 
mediately after the seed pods are ripe, remove them and 
transplant and divide the clumps. 
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Q. I would like to have you diagnose the trouble with the 
enclosed Azalea twigs and advise treatment. They seem to 


be going back. 


A. From the branches sent in, it appears that the soil evi- 
dently has become too alkaline for the Azaleas and the 
chemical reaction has tied up the plant food. Our recom- 
mendation is that you send soil samples for analysis, and if 
this is the case, then the best treatment is to take up the 
Azalea plants, and prepare the soil with % peat, and replant 
the Azaleas. It would be well also to cut them back to make 
them bush out, since they seem to have lost all foliage ex- 
cept that on the tips of the branches. Fertilize them liber- 
ally when replanting and again in June. 
* * * 


Q. I have a plant which I purchased as a “Hurricane 
Palm’, and one of my neighbors tells me it is not a Palm, 
but a Philodendron. Can you identify it for me? 


A. Sorry, but your neighbor is correct. Sometimes common 
names or local names are confusing. The plant in the pic- 
ture is a Philodendron Selloum, or arborescent type Philo- 
dendron. There is a Hurricane Palm, but it is quite different 
in leaf and texture. 
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Q. What annuals may be planted now? 


A. You may still set out Petunias, Snaps, and other spring 
flowering annuals if you can secure plants that are well 
established. Next month, however, you will want to begin 
planting seed of your summer flowering annuals, such as 
Salvia, Zinnias, Marigolds, Asters, Balsam, etc.

Q. We have a trellis on which we would like to establish 
a climbing rose; however, we would like to have one that is 
everblooming as nearly as possible, so we will have some 
color. What can you recommend? 


A. If you like a yellow rose, the old favorite Mareschal 
Neil would be wonderful and blooms almost all year. If you 
prefer red, then the Red Louis Phillippe Climber will give 
you beauty all year. 


You might use for spring flowering only either the 
Paul’s Scarlet Climber or Blaze, both of which are bright 
red, but which bloom seasonally only.
